INTEREST IN THE OUTLOOK FOR 
PARIS GREEN. 


With the advance of the month inter- 
est increases in the probable action of 
the manufactureres of Paris green look- 
ing toward the regulation of prices dur- 
ing the coming season. Their failure 
last year to renew their agreement was 
not followed by as serious consequences 
as would have attended an open mar- 
ket in some previous seasons, but it is 
none the less likely that most of them, 
as well as many of the distributors, 
would look forward to the approaching 
season with more confidence if they 
could feel that there was a probability 
of a fixed price at first hands. Last 
season’s competition was tempered 
somewhat by two circumstances, the 
first being the diminished consumption 
of the poison. Ordinarily this might 
have been expected to increase the en- 
ergy of sellers to capture what trade 
there was going, but as a matter of fact 
manufacturers generally 
have regarded the lessened importance 
of the article as a reason for tempering 
their competitive efforts. Doubtless this 
policy was also largely influenced by 
the fact that prices were all along on 
as low a basis as any Ofethem felt in- 
clined to accept, and there was, there- 
fore, more uniformity in values 
throughout the season than could rea- 
sonably have been looked for without 
an agreement. A further circumstance 
which helped manufacturers was the 
fact that the jobbers in the interior 
very largely operated under local 
agreements, and made a good profit on 
green throughout the season. This was 
not the case with the trade east of the 
Alleghenies to any considerably extent, 
but the Western and Southern drug- 
jobbers, through their local “ex- 
changes,” were able to maintain a prof- 
itable agreement in which many of the 
paint and hardware jobbers partici- 
pated. This, to some exent, relieved the 
pressure on manufacturers which would 
have resulted from a profitless jobbing 
trade, and helped the general situation. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the jobbers will renew their agreements 
again this year, the sentiments ex- 
pressed at the Richmond meeting of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation being in favor of leaving the 
matter in the hands of the local “ex- 
changes,’ and at the same time recom- 
mending ‘to them a renewal of last sea- 
son’s policy. How well that worked is 
illustrated by reports received by the 
chairman of the Committee on Paris 
Green of the Druggists’ Association, 
which showed that at the West the 
price throughout the season was 13% 
cents for kegs, while at the East a 
large share of the jobbing business was 
done at 1114 cents, and very little of it 
above 12 cents. So far as the manufac- 
turers are concerned, the likelihood of

their getting together is lessened by all 
of the conditions enumerated, and pos- 
sibly is rendered still more remote by 
the fact that there is a prospect of a 
new concern entering the field.

NAVAL STORES PRODUCTION. 


In the face of generally improving 
conditions in the naval stores trade, it 
is discouraging to note the 
pect for any limitation of production 
during the coming While a 
crop equal to that of 1897-98 is not ex- 
cessive in comparison with the present 
normal consumptive wants of the 
world, it is still sufficient to meet all 
probable requirements for the coming 
year, and the trade would welcome a 
condition of supplies bordering closely 
enough upon the famine line to per- 
mit of a reasonable control of prices.

The changed conditions in the 
ducing States is pointing to the neces- 
sity for some restrictions upon the an- 
nual operations. Whether the Georgia 
and Florida trees exhaust themselves 
sooner under the higher temperature to 
which they are exposed than did the old 
forests of North Carolina, or the greed 
of the lumbermen is responsible, the 
fact remains that the producing terri- 
tory is every year becoming shorter- 
lived, 

The Georgia forests have been en- 
croached upon more in a dozen years 
than the same extent of North Carolina 
territory had in twenty-five years, and 
after an average of three years as pro- 
ducers the trees fall under the devas- 
tating operations of the sawmill. The 
denuding of the pine forest lands, like 
the exhaustion of the coal supply, the 
petroleum deposits and other important 
natural resources, has been threatened 
for more years than the oldest operator 
can recall, and yet there are many 
thousand untouched acres, but with the 
shorter life of the territory to which we 
have referred, the danger is every year 
more tangible and merits consideration 
on the part of operators. Coupled with 
this is the fact that a crop equal to the 
last one is fully equal to all prospective 
requirements for the coming year, and 
these joint considerations point to the 
necessity for conservatism on the part 
of operators as well for the immediate 
profits to be derived from the business, 
as for its continuance as a source of 
revenue to the Statesin whichit is now 
so important an industry.

THREATENED CURTAILMENT OF 
THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

At its annual meeting on Thursday 
last the Drug Trade Section of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion lent its indorsement to the protest 
which has been sounded by many com- 
mercial bodies in New York against 
the proposed reduction of postal facili- 
The necessity for economy in the 
postal may urgent, but it 
would possible to enforce it in 
other ways, less damaging to the value 
of the service, than by a reduction of 
the facilities for collecting and distrib- 
the mails at large commercial 
centres. It is claimed by the authori- 
ties at Washington, we believe, that 
there will be no such reduction in the 
business sections of the cities, and that 
only in the “residential sections” will 
the facilities curtailed. As Was

The directors of Schering’s Chemical 
Works at Berlin have sent to their 
shareholders a rough balance and re- 
port for the business year which ended 
on Oct. 31 last, from which it appears 
that, in spite of the great increase in 
the output of the works, the net profit 
does not equal that of the year before, 
chiefly because some important articles 
of manufacture have undergone fur- 
ther depreciation during 1897, and also 
because the shipments of certain ar- 
ticles, chiefly manufactured for export, 
have been greatly diminished on ac- 
count of increased protective duties 
abroad. The net profit for the first ten 
months of the year is thus only 462,- 
533m., against 640,383m. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1896. The total ex- 
penses of the works during the same 
periods were 636,294m. in 1897 and 635,- 
002m. in 1896. 


Theodore H. Eaton & Son, of Detroit, 
have been sued for $20,000 by Owen 
Roberts, of Port Huron, for injuries 
which he claims are due to negligence 
on their part. Four years ago last 
June Eaton & Son shipped a carboy of 
sulphuric acid to the Michigan Sul- 
phite Fiber Company, and when it was 
unloaded upon the dock at Port Huron 
the truckman for the fiber company 
asked Roberts to assist him to put tthe 
carboy upon his dray, and while they 
were lifting the carboy the stopper 
came out, and with it a quantity of the 
acid, which splashed upon Roberts, de- 
stroying the sight of his left eye, 
burned and shriveled the skin upon his 
face, neck, chest, hands and legs. These 
injuries are permanent in their nature, 
and Roberts charges that the shippers 
were negligent in that they did not se- 
curely fasten 'the stopper to the carboy, 
and did not, by card or otherwise, cau- 
tion handlers that the contents were a 
dangerous and corrosive liquid.

Park- 
er & Co.’s well on the Allen farm, in 
the same locality, is making 50 barrels 
a day, and is a better producer than 
first reported. 


Robison & Co. have drilled in their 
well on the Kirk farm, on Neville 
Island. It will now be tubed and put to 
pumping from the 100-foot. The lease

Oak Cliff, a suburb of Dallas, Tex., 
on the west side of the Trinity River, 
is in a blaze of excitement. Petroleum 
has been struck by Edward G. Patton 
at a depth of 300 feet. Patton was sink- 
ing an artesian well. Suddenly there 
was a strong smell of coal oil, and the 
fluid soon gushed up to the surface of 
the earth. About ten gallons of the 
petroleum was caught in a vessel and 
set on fire. The news spread quickly, 
and in a few minutes fully 2,000 per- 
sons were on the ground witnessing the 
flow of oil and watching it burn. 


There are still 29 wells in the Elk 
Fork pool listed at 100 or more barrels 
a day. The aggregate output of the 
29 wells is given at 4,635 barrels a day. 
But one well, the W. W. Gorrell No. 1, 
is credited with 400 barrels a day. 
There are three in the 300-barrel list, 
No. 1 Henthorn, No. 2 Agnes Gorrell 
and No. 10 J. F. Farrell. The remain- 
der range from 100 to 275 barrels a day. 
The Elk Fork pool alone contains more 
wells producing 100 or more barrels a 
day than all other portions of West 
Virginia and Southeastern Ohio com- 
bined.

Two thoughtless boys caused great 
mischief last Tuesday by applying a 
match to a spray of coal oil issuing 
from a small aperture in the Standard 
Oil Company’s pipe line extending from 
Sisterville and Mannington to Morgan- 
town, W. Va. The pressure at this 
point was strong. The burning spray 
melted the lead in the joints of the 
pipe, which was six inches in diameter. 
Fifty acres of fields and forest were 
soon ablaze. Two small bridges and 
two barns were burned. All the oil in 
ten miles of the six-inch pipe, nearly 
2,000 barrels, was consumed. 


The Sisterville Oil Review is urgently 
advocating subscriptions on the part 
of the West Virginia oil producers to 
the Producers and Refiners’ Pipe Line. 
“The proposed line is an extension of 
the Producers and Refiners’ Pipe Line 
from Coraopolis, Pa., to the West Vir- 
ginia fields. The Producers and Refin- 
ers’ line now connects with the United 
States pipe line at Oil City, which ex- 
tends to New York City. The United 
States Pipe Line Company has a dou- 
ble line running from Oil City to New 
York; one carries the crude product, 
while the other one carries the product 
of their several refineries.” 


The Campbells run deep sand terri- 
tory in Marion County is forging to the 
front with some very nice producers. 
On the east side of developments the 
South Penn Oil Company has drilled 
in its test well on the Thomas Shultz 
farm, and has a gusher. The well start- 
ed at 25 barrels an hour, and may im- 
prove with deeper drilling. The west 
side of the same development is not 
showing quite so good. The test well 
on the William Kinney farm has been 
drilled in and the indications are all 
in favor of a very light producer. The 
location is rather important, for the 
reason that it is in advance of develop- 
ments. While this well makes it dis- 
couraging for the west side, there has 
been nothing as yet to shut off a con- 
tinuance of the belt to the north and 
northwest. 





In the southwest extension of the Elk 
Fork pool, Treat & Crawford have 
drilled in their No. 9 on the J. F. Far- 
rell farm and have a producer not good 
for more than 125 barrels a day. The 
location of this well is only 500 feet 
north and west of the Fisher Oil Com- 
pany’s big producer on the Henthorn 
farm. The No. 9 Farrell is about the 
same size as No. ll J. K. Hill. All of 
the wells completed this month in the 
southwest extension have been light, 
except Nos. 1 and 4 Agnus Gorrell. The 
William Hill No. 1 was a duster, and 
Glenn & Cobb’s No. 1 Harris is not bet- 
ter than a 15-barrel pumper. 


The Standard Oil Company has filed 
its answer in the case in which the 
State of Ohio charges that the com- 
pany is in contempt in not having car- 
ried out the orders of the court to 
cease being operated as a trust. The 
answer is a complete denial of the 
charges, and makes the assertion that 
the company is carrying out the man- 
date of the court. It says that the 
trust was dissolved, and that the com- 
panies previously forming the trust are 
distributing the surplus among holders 
of certificates as directed through trus- 
tees. The answer sets forth the fact 
that a meeting of the bondholders of 
trust certificates was held March 21, 
1892, and dissolved the trust and dis- 
tributed its property among the cer- 
tificate holders. It says it received the 
certificates of its capital stock from the 
trust, and sets up the claim that the 
trustees for the certificate holders have 
not held any of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany stock since Nov. 28, 1892. It de- 
elares that certificates of stock in the 
company have been issued to about 
one-half of the former owners of trust 
certificates. These facts are set forth 
at length, and in conclusion the an- 
swer asks for the dismissal of the case.

The Oil, Paint and 


Appropriating Trade Marks. 
New York, Jan. 19, 1898. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Dr@g Reporter: 

The article entitled “A New Trade 
Mark Bill” in the last issue of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter and your ed- 
itorial on same, have been read by us 
with unusual interest, as a new con- 
cern has recently appropriated one of 
our best known brands of lamp black, 
and also one of our competitors’. Itis 
unnecessary to say that the brand ap- 
propriated is the one most valuable to 


us, and one which we have used for 
more than fifteen years. We might 
further say that they are selling un- 
der this brand, an inferior grade of 


goods which will result, if not stopped, 
in bringing discredit upon a grade of 
black widely known and sold on its in- 
trinsic merit. To misquote Shakes- 
peare, “They not only steal our trade- 
mark, thereby robbing us of our purse, 
but rob us also of our good name, 
which though it may enrich them, 
leaves us poor indeed.” 

We commend your editorial and agree 
with you that a bill framed for the pro- 
tection of trade-marks, titles and la- 
bels, should hold the guilty parties lia- 
ble to criminal prosecution, and noth- 
ing short of this will check these busi- 
ness buccaneers parading under false 
colors. 

We also commend the action taken 
by the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Assuociation at its last meeting, on 
the registering of trade-marks and ti- 
tles. To stop there, we think, fails to 
bring about the needed protection, and 
we suggest that the Bureau of Regis- 
tration, as formed, be empowered to

be guaranteed that he gets that for 
which he pays, at the same time pro- 
tecting the registerer of the brand, so 
that he may be protected in the sale of 
the product for which he has created 
a merited demand, 

We believe that the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, as pi- 
oneers in this direction, would not only 
protect the interests of their members, 
but win the approval of reputable busi- 
ness associations, generally.

Hearing on Crude Drug Classifi- 
cation, 


A hearing of considerable interest to 
the drug trade took place on Friday be- 
fore the Board of General Appraisers. 
It was as to the interpretation to be 
placed on the crude-drug paragraph 
of the tariff act of 1897. A formidable 
array of drug talent was present, 
which included Joseph Velsor of Peek 
& Velsor, J. H. Stallman of Stallman 
& Fulton, George Maclagan of Schoell- 
kapf, Hartford & Maclagan, limited; R. 
W. Phair of R. W. Phair & Co., Will- 
jam Gesell of Lehn & Fink, A. N. 
Andrus of A. N. Andrus & Co., and 
others. Many of these gentlemen testi- 
fied, and the others were ready to if 
required. Comstock & Brown repre- 
sented the importers, and they selected 
several test cases from the few score 
of protests that have already been en- 
tered under the act. 

The issue was as to whether duty is 
leviable on drugs in their ordinary 
commercial condition, they having been 
free in the act of 1894 and in many acts 
preceding. The Government contended 
that they were justified in assessing 
duty at 10 per cent. and 4c. per pound, 
inasmuch as the goods had to be put 
through some process to prepare them 
for the market, and that they were not, 
strictly speaking, in a crude condition. 
The contention of the importers was, 
first, that these articles were not in 
a crude condition fit for the market 
until they had been subjected to some 
process of preparation, such as clean- 
ing, splitting, scraping and other pro- 
cesses to facilitate curing; and, second, 
that Congress meant to provide for the 
free entry of such drugs as it was ne- 
cessary to put through some process 
before they were fit for commerce. It 
was shown by competent witnesses 
that certain roots on which the Gov- 
ernment claims duty would be totally 
unfit for use as drugs, and would not 
be permitted to land by the Govern- 
ment without they had been first split 
and properly cured. In other words, 
they would have no commercial value.

Receiver Asked for a Plate Glass 
Company. 
Fred J. Klingler of Butler, Pa., a 


holder of $84,400 bonds of the Standard 
Plate Glass Company, $9,000 of which 
with interest are past due,has filed a bill 
in equity asking for the appointment 
of a receiver for the Standard Plate 
Glass Company. A hearing has been 
set for Jan. 22.

served with scira facias proceedings by

Secretary Wm. Steinmyer of the 
Standard Plate Glass Company says 
the plant will not be closed under any 


circumstances, and that at the hearing 


on the petition for a receiver, such a 
financial showing will be made as to 
compel the court to refuse the petition. 

Mr. Klingler sets forth in his peti- 
tion that the capital stock of the cor- 
poration is $750,000. The bonded debt 
is upward of $500,000, being a first 
mortgage of $250,000, dated April 4, 
1887, and a second mortgage of $325,000, 
dated Jan. 1, 1892; that the corporation 
is in default of payment of interest and 
principal on certain bonds issued by 
the company and secured by the second 
mortgage, and that proceedings have 
been begun in the courts of the coun- 
ty to foreclose the mortgage. The pe- 
titioner further states that he is the 
owner of second mortgage bonds, the 
amount of which is $89,633.70; that the 
corporation is insolvent, and asks the 
court to appoint a_ receiver to take 
charge of the property pending the 
foreclosure proceedings. 

The company, regarding this state- 
ment, says that since 1892 the second 
mortgage has been reduced to $257,600, 
the floating indebtedness of $37,576 has 
been wiped out and the company has 
never defaulted one day on the first or 
second mortgage interest.

Annual Meeting of the Drug Trade 
Section. 


The annual meeting of the 
Trade Section of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation was held 
on Thursday at the rooms of the Drug 
Trade Club. The business meeting was 
preceded by a luncheon, served in the 
private dining room, and participated 
in by over thirty members of the sec- 
tion. Mr. Albert Bruen, the chairman 
of the section, presided, and there were 
also present Dr. Wm. Jay Schieffelin, 
secretary; J. H. Stallman, the newly- 
elected vice-chairman; Albert Plaut, 
Thos. F. Main, B. T. Fairchild, W. A. 
Hammann, Andrew B. Rogers, F. M. 
Robinson, Geo. R. Hillier, E. H. Burr, 
S. W. Fairchild, Carl Brucker, Jas. G. 
Shaw, M. G. Foster, W. C. Allen, Geo. 
Martin, R. W. Phair, W. S. Mesereau, 
Runyon Pyatt, C. S. Littell, F. Weber 
and Dr. H. Schwitzer. 

After the luncheon the minutes were 
read by Assistant Secretary McCon- 
nell, and, being duly approved, were 
followed by the reports of the various 
committees. 

Mr. Albert Plaut, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, reported that 
there appeared to be no reason for the 
existence of that committee, the work 
of the section being thoroughly cov- 
ered by the other committees, and he 
recommended that the Executive Com- 
mittee be abolished. The report was 
received, but no action was taken upon 
the recommendation, which would in- 
volve an amendment to the by-laws. 

Mr. Thos. F. Main for the Commit- 
tee on Legislation, submitted a full and 
very interesting report, which was 
largely given over the alcohol question. 
Referring to this, it said: 

The most important matter before us 
was that of alcohol for use in the arts. 
The joint select committee of Congress, 
appointed under Section 2, of the act ap- 
proved June 3, 1896, heard testimony in 
New York, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and Washington, and honored a member

use of alcohol. Two sessions of the com- 
mittee were held in this city—one at the 
rooms of the Board of Trade and one at 
the Murray Hill Hotel, both of which 
were attended by members of your com- 
mittee and members of the section gen- 
erally, and a mass of evidence in rela- 
tion to the extended use of alcohol in the 
arts and the onerous burden of the pres- 
ent tax upon manufacturing interests was 
presented, It is to be regretted that the 
joint select committee differed 
tially as to the practicability and 
diency of freeing alcohol used in the arts 
and manufactures. A majority of the 
committee, viz., Senator Jones and Con- 
gressmen Evans and McMillin, reported 
that it would not be expedient, under ex- 
isting conditions to exempt alcohol or any 
other form of distilled spirits from the 
payment of internal revenue tax wher 
used in the arts and manufactures. 
* * * * + 

It is noticeable that while all the mem- 
bers of the committee agree in the gen- 
eral conclusion ‘‘that it would neither be 
wise nor expedient, under existing condi- 
tions, to exempt alcohol from the pay- 
ment of internal revenue tax, there is a 
vast difference of opinion as to the basis 
of such conclusion.”

Your committee are encouraged from 
the progress made by the investigation 
of the Congressional Committee to be- 


lieve that continued systematic agitation 
of this subject will result in the near fu- 
ture in remedial legislation that will re- 
lieve the users of alcohol from the unjust 
tax now levied upon them, and we there- 
fore recommend this course of action. 

Another matter of great interest and 
which your committee has carefully 
watched and promoted is the effort to re- 
cover the rebate to users of alcohol under 
the celebrated Section 61, of the Tariff 
Act of 1894. 

The Dunlap case, the test suit in the 
claims for rebate of tax paid on alcohol 
used in medicines and the arts, arising 
under section 61 of the tariff act of Aug. 
28, 1894, was decided by the Court of 
Claims on Dec. 6, 1897. 

The decision of the court, although ad- 
verse to the claimants, was based wholly 
on the single point that the right to re- 
bate depended on the regulations of the 
Secretary of the Treasury (which were 
not issued) rather than on the law. The 
decision of the court upon the facts, and 
the other points of law raised by the At- 
torney-General, was entirely in the claim- 
ants’ favor. The use of alcohol was thus 
as fully established by judicial investiga- 
tion as could have been established if the 
Secretary of the Treasury had issued reg- 
ulations. 

The claimants’ attorneys promptly ap- 
pealed the case to the Supreme Court, and 
in compliance with the request the At- 
torney-General made a motion in the Su- 
preme Court on the 10th inst. for the ad- 
vancement of the case. This motion was 
granted by the Supreme Court on the 
lith inst. The court fixed the argument 
for the l7th day of next October, ex- 
pressing their willingness to consider the 
case in the meantime on printed briefs 
without oral argument. 

The decision of the Court of Claims as 
to the use of the alcohol in the arts, and 
the payment of the tax is conclusive upon 
the Supreme Court, which passes only on 
questions of law. Consequently, as the 
Court of Claims has certified to the meth- 
od adopted by Dunlap & Co, for keeping 
the records as to the use of the alcohol, 
a favorable decision by the Supreme 
Court, on the single point of law in- 
volved in the appeal, would enable all 
other claimants whose products fall with- 
in the scope of the law, and who have 
taken the same care to preserve their 
records, to recover the amount of rebate 
due them, 

THe total amount of the claims which 
can be proved is estimated by those who 
have had every opportunity for investi- 
gation at $5,000,000. The estimate of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue as to 
the quantity of alcohol used annually in 
medicine and the arts is deemed exces- 
sive. His estimate is 9,000,000 proof gal- 
lons, which includes all the alcohol sold 
in small packages by wholesale and re- 
tail druggists and others, which probably 
amounts to 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 gallons an- 
nually. It also includes a large quantity 
of alcoho! sold to rectifiers, who use it in 
compounding beverages, and who are not 
entitled to a rebate under the above law. 

In view of the fact that there is so large 
an amount of money depending upon the 
decision of the Supreme Court, it has been 
decided to retain additional counsel from 
those having the widest national reputa- 
tion as leaders of the bar. 

After consultation with numerous 
parties deeply interested in the contro- 
versy in this city, the Hon. Joseph 
Choate has been selected as associate 
counsel. 

It ts also hoped to Secure the services 
of Hon. Wayne MacVeagh of Philadel- 
phia, formerly Attorney-General of the 
United States, as consulting counsel. In 
this way the various claimants can be 
satisfied that nothing will be neglected 
to secure the presentation of the case to 
the Supreme Court in the best possible 
form. 

Your committee has promoted in every 
practicable way the passage of the Tor- 
rey Bankruptcy bill and feel justified in 
predicting its early enactment. 

The bill propularly known as _ the 
“Shorter Hours Bill for Drug Clerks’”’ was 
carefully digested by your committee, and 
an exhaustive report on the subject pre- 
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sented at the November meeting, which 
report it might be well at this time to 
make public. 

The agitation for a national pure food 
law has been revived by the introduction 
of a bill in Congress by Representative 
Brosius of Pennsylvania. The bill is 
now being considered by the Interstate 
Commerce Committee of the House, and 
it is expected that it will soon be re- 
ported. This is a matter of vast impor- 
tance to the Drug Trade, and we recom- 
mend that the new Committee on Legisla- 
tion be directed to give it special atten- 
tion. 

Mr. F. M. Robinson, chairman of the 
Committee on Arbitration, reported 
that there had been no cases brought 
before his committee during the year, 
a fact which he thought spoke well 
‘for the peaceable nature of the drug 
trade of New York and the equitable 
character of their business methods. 

Mr. J. H. Stallman, chairman of the 
Committee of Importers reported noth- 
ing of importance coming before the 
committee during the year. He re- 
garded the tariff as the most interest--. 
ing question to importers, and, refer~ 
ring to the new law, said: 

At the recurrence of every new oariff 
act enacted by Congress numerows ar- 
ticles of drugs have to be reclassified 
under the different schedules. Under the 
present tariff these articles are unusually 
numerous, and great uncertainty still pre- 
vails about what duty they should pay. 
The United States Appraisers have made. 
a wholesale raid on the free list, classify- 
ing every article that has undergone any, 
manipulation at all under the schedule; 
imposing a duty of 10 per cent. and Yc. 
per pound, as, for instance, rhubarb, orris. 
root, althea, and many other roots, va~ 
nilla beans, colocynth, ete., ete. All these- 
articles are commercially known as crude 
drugs. They have come in free for many 
years, and no doubt Congress intended to. 
have them continue on the free list. If 
the principle should prevail that any 
drugs which have been dried, scraped or 
been acted upon in any manner whatever 
to put them in a salable condition shall 
pay the duty referred to it will create 
quite a revolution in trade. Numerous 
protests have been made against the im- 
position of the duty, and hearings will be 
had before the General Board of Apprais- 
ers. If they should decide against the 
importers and recourse is had to the 
courts the final decision will be delayed 
a long while. 

The importers can, of course, accom- 
modate themselves to any rates of duty, 
but uncertainties as above stated are to 
be deplored, although they must be ex- 
pected at every tariff tinkering, as long 
as experts of the different trades are not 
consulted or heeded. To make a tariff as 
perfect as possible a permanent board of 
practical men should be appointed to in- 
vestigate the question, gather information 
during the operation of a tariff, and rec- 
ommend correction of faults and abuses, 
In this way much information could be 
gathered which is not obtainable during 
a session of Congress, when everybody 
flocks to Washington to advocate his own 
private interests before the committee 
having the matter in charge. 

Mr. Main thought the 
tained some important suggestions. 
upon which the section should act, and 
if they were approved the aid of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation ag 
a whole should be enlisted in their be- 
half. 

Mr. Carl Brucker presented the re- 
port of the Committee on 
Oils, which was, in part, as. follows: 

The year 1897 will be long remembered, 
as one wherein a most unsettled condi-- 
tion was experienced. This might have: 
principally been caused by tariff legisla- 
tion. Business in the essential oil line, as; 
far as statistics go, appeared quite nor-. 
mal. A peculiar feature, however, was 
that manufacturers appeared to purchase 
only for immediate requirements. The 
volume of business done was perhaps just 
as large as in previous years. Judging 
from the importations which were made, 
it would seem that an unusual amount of 
business had been done, but this can per- 
haps be explained away by the fact that 
prior to the signing of the Dingley Bill 
many importers, taking advantage of 
pending legislation, imported immense 
quantities of goods, which caused, so to 
speak, an overstock, and the result was 
that prices greatly declined. A condition 
of this kind could, however, only have 
been of benefit to consumers who, within 
the last year, have been able to buy many 
essential oils at almost nominal figures, 
After the tariff bill had been revised 
and determined upon, it was found that 
the essential oil industry was not greatly 
affected thereby. The fact that the duty 
on various spices was also omitted en- 
abled manufacturers to deliver essential 
oils obtained therefrom just as cheap as 
heretofore, 

The climatic conditions in Europe and 
Asia having been favorable, goods there- 
fore continued to arrive from thence as 
before. It is a noteworthy fact that the 
several essential oils which are indigenous 
to the soil of America were marketed in 
such plentiful quantities that, so to speak, 
an over-production has been the result. It 
might also be stated that competition in 
the essential oil line, during the last six 
months, was exceedingly keen. Still, ag 
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The Orr Linseed Oil Mill Resumes 
Crushing. 

The Orr Linseed Oil Mill at Piqua, O., 
which has been shut down for the past 
four months, resumed operations on the 
10th with a force of thirty-five men. 
This mill is now stated to be one of the 
largest of the National Linseed Oil Co.’s 
plants. Since it was last operated, the 
old machinery, which has been in use 
for many years, has been removed and 
the latest improved substituted. This 
change has made it possible to handle 
the seed more advantageously and also 
enables the company to get a little 
better yield of oil than was possible in 
the past. In addition to these advan- 
tages the capacity of the mill has been 
increased one-third, the présent capac- 
ity being from one hundred and fifty to 
two hundred barrels of oil per day. 

The company announces that in the 
future the mill will run steady and that 
the full force of hands will be con- 
stantly employed.

plant of the United States Sugar Re- 






fiining Company at Waukegan, IIL, 
and is fitting it with modern machin- 
ery. It is generally considered that 


the company will have its product in 
the market in about six months, if not 
sooner. The plant, when completed, 
will have a capacity of about 15,000 
bushels of corn per day. This’ com- 
pares with a nominal capacity of up- 
wards of 80,000 bushels by the com- 
panies now owned by the Glucose 
Trust. The Charles Pope Glucose 
Company and the National Starch 
Company, which are independent of the 
trust, are said to have a combined ca- 
pacity of about 30,000 bushels per day.

Condition of the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Company. 

The annual meeting of the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Company will be held in 
Pittsburgh Feb. 1. The following circu- 
lar has been addressed to the stock- 
holders by President John Pitcairn: 

“For the information of those stock- 
holders who cannot be present, I de- 





sire to make a brief statement of the 
condition and prospects of the com- 
pany, and in order that the present 


situation may be better understood, I 
will allude to certain conditions that 
preceded the year just ended. 

“The large productive capacity of the 
various companies throughout the 
country engaged in the manufacture of 
plate glass, excessive under normal 
business conditions, was even a greater 
menace in the time of the great busi 
ness depression through which we were 
passing, and brought on a crisis in the 
plate glass industry which threatened 
to render that business unprofitable, 
and which led to the consolidation of 
the principal factories under the name 
of the Pittsburgh Piate Glass Company. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company re- 
duced the production of its nine fac- 
tories 50 per cent., so as not to accumu- 
late glass in excess of the requirements 
of the trade, three independent com- 
panies took advantage of this fact, 
which was known to them, and not 
only worked their factories to their 














fullest capacity, but increased their ca- 
pacity and production to such an ex- 
tent as to render unavoidable the con- 
flict into which we were forced to en- 
ter in order to retain our fair propor- 
tion of the business. This conflict 
caused so large a reduction in the price 
of plate glass that the business of your 
company for the last quarter of 1896 
yielded almost no _ profit. This new 
condition confronting the company 
was met by reducing the cost of our 
product, which was accomplished 
through more rigid economies and the 
application of improved methods of 
manufacture. Some of our factories 
were not up to date, and it was found 
necessary to expend large sums of 
money to put them into condition to 
make glass at a minimum of cost. 
“The unprecedently low prices which 
have ruled during the year just ended 
have enabled us to make large inroads 
into the larger sizes of window glass 
and to reduce the amount of plate 
glass importations by over 3,000,000 
feet. The requirements of the country 
are still much below our capacity to 
supply, but the improvements we have 
made and the radical changes in the 
method of conducting our business are 
such that we are now in a position to 
continue the low prices for plate glass, 
thus encouraging its use, and there- 
by increasing the consumption, so that 
we may, at no distant period, run our 
factories to their full capacity, and by 
so doing still further reduce the cost 
of our product. Our selling price to- 
day is less than the cost of manufac- 


ture a year ago, but even at the low 
prices now ruling the business should 
earn a satisfactory return for the 


stockholders during the coming year. 
“All the improvements made during 

the past year have been charged to ex- 

pense account, and, in view of the pres- 


ent lower cost of manufacture, the 
stock of glass on hand has been 
marked down in value $125,000. Al- 


though our statements for the year are 
not yet completed, the result of the 
first eleven months shows a profit of 
about $300,000, in addition to the 
amount expended for improvements in 
our factories above mentioned and the 
$125,000 just alluded to. 

“Immediately after the last annual 
meeting the business of the company 
was organized into four departments, 
to wit: Executive department, finan- 


| cial department, manufacturing de- 
partment and commercial department. 
The intelligent and harmonious opera- 
tion of these departments, which met 
at regular intervals, the increased in- 
terest and the co-operation of the dif- 
ferent departments have, by the means 
above mentioned, reduced the cost of 
manufacture and increased our busi- 
ness beyond our expectation. 
“The commercial department is mar- 


keting our product as a cost very 
much less than when it was done by 
independent jobbers. We have just 


added the sale of window glass at all 
but one of our branch houses, and 
this will still further reduce the ex- 
pense of conducting our jobbing busi- 
ness. 

“The board has temporarily lost the 
valued services of the Hon. E. A. 
Hitchcock, who has been appointed 
United States Minister to Russia. He 
is in entire harmony with the policy 
of the managers of your company, and 
it is desired that he shall continue in 
the directory, to which arrangement 
he has consented. He will be kept ad- 
vised of the progress of our business, 
and we hope to have, at all times, the 
wise counsel that his long experience 
in the business will enable him to give. 

“Our working capital, inadequate 
when we commenced business, on May 
1, 1895, has been increased by $1,400,- 
000 of earnings, and we confidently be- 
lieve that the profits of the business 
will, before long, enable us to reach a 
point when satisfactory dividends can 
be paid.”

It is too early yet for Spring trade in 
most lines, and the few articles which 
are selling for forward delivery do not 
seem to attract as much attention as 
usual at this season. Foreign lead 
pigments remain firm, in sympathy 
with advices from the other side, but 
the movement seems to be slow, and 
we hear of no new business of import- 
ance. Domestic white lead has been 
expected to advance, but in view of 
the easing off of the pig metal market 
of late chances of higher prices seem 
to be rather remote. 


White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


White Lead.—Trade during the week 
seems to have been little better than 
the average for this time of the year. 
However, the steady feeling noted in 
our last as a result of the adoption of 
uniform prices is maintained. In some 
quarters it is still held that an early 
advance in prices is probable, but from 
those best informed and closest to the 
fountain-head of price changes and 
lead interests we learn that there is no 
prospect of a change in quotations 
while the pig lead situation remains in 
its present unsettled state. While the 
outlook for domestic lead is thus rend- 
ered uncertain, there can be no doubt 
as to the strength of the position of 
the imported article, but this very 
strength seems to be its weakness, as 
future business appears to be curtailed 
and current purchases of spot goods 
are kept closely within the limits de- 
fined by the actual present needs of 
consumption. There is no pressure to 
sell either foreign or domestic lead, as 
after the long period in which no im- 
portant orders have been sent in by 
the consuming trade it is argued that 
stocks in that quarter are light, and 
with the Spring consuming season 
close at hand it is believed that buyers 
will be forced to come into the market 
to renew contracts now daily expiring,

Washington, Jan. 21, 1898. 

The Supreme Court Monday 
granted the motion to 
Dunlap case and assigned it for argu- 
ment on Oct. 17 next, with 
statement that if counsel for both sides 
would agree to submit the case on 
printed briefs the court would receive 
them at any time on or before Monday, 
April 4.

“You report that, afler a conference 
with the appraiser and examiner of 


drugs at your port, you became satis- 
fied that the merchandise was entitled 
to free entry under paragraph 568 of the 
free list of the act of July 24, 1897, as 
“an oil commonly used for stuffing or 
dressing leather, not specially provided 
for,’ but that the Board of General Ap- 
praisers has recently called your atten- 
tion to the said importation, and has 
expressed the opinion that the said mer- 
chandise is commercially known as ‘de- 
gras’ and dutiable under paragraph 279 


of the said act at “% cent per pound, 
such being the practice at the Port of 
New York 


“As il is the practice at New York to 
classify merchandise similar to the sod 


oil referred (to in your letters as ‘de- 
gras,’ and as numbers of protests are 
now before the Board of General Ap- 


praisers on this issue awailing decision, 
the department it advisable to 
insure uniformity in the classification of 
this merchandise at the various ports, 
and to that end you are hereby in- 
structed to classify sod oil as ‘degras,’ 
under paragraph 279, leaving the im- 
porters to their remedy of protest under 
section 14 of the act of June 10, 1890."

Purity of Drugs. 

Assistant Secretary Howell has made 
a ruling with regard to the examina- 
tion of drugs for purity upon their im- 
portation into this country. In a let- 
ter to the superintendent of a New 
York State Hospital, Mr. Howell says: 

“The department is in receipt of your 
letter in which you inquire if there is 
any regulation of the U. S. Customs 
which requires that drugs entering an 
American port from a foreign country 
in original packages shall be held at 
such port of entry pending examina- 
tion by a special agent as to their puri- 
ty.

LINSEED OIL.—The position of the 
market is thoroughly unsatisfactory by 
reason of the absence of demand for 
oil and the continued rise in the cost 
of seed. The latter passed the $1.25 
mark at Chicago yesterday and shows 
no signs of receding from the position 
it has occupied for some weeks past, 
which has been steadily above the 
parity of the products. This position 
has been further strengthened during 
the week by an advance of about 6c. 
per bushel in the price of Calcutta seed 
in London and by advices indicating a 
shortage in the India crop and a small- 
er supply from Argentine than had 
been expected. The first shipments of 
Argentine seed to Europe were made 
this week, which is a little earlier than 
the average date in past seasons. It is 
generally believed that the position of 
the domestic and foreign supply war- 
rants present prices, and if so oil 
throughout the season should be good 
for better prices than are now ruling. 
It is expected that local crushers will 
advance their price at an early date, 
the only obstacle in the way being the 
slack demand for oil, deliveries of which 
even on contracts are very disappoint- 
ing, while new business is almost noth- 
ing. Out-of-town oil is not offering be- 
low 40c, either here or in New England, 
which is generally the cheapest market 
in the country. There is some English 
oil being hawked about, but it would 
not find buyers above the level of city 
domestic, which is considerably below 
the cost of laying down here. We quote 
city domestic, 42@43c.; Western, here, 
40@42c., and city Calcutia, 54c. 

COTTONSEED CRUDE.—Early in 
the week prices eased off, but later, 
under free buying by local and South- 
ern refiners, the market stiffened up 
and at the was freely paid 
for Atlantic and 14%@15c. for Texas 
crude. The West has not taken much 
oil this week from the fact that they 
still have considerable stocks to receive 
from recent purchases at lower figures. 
At the close, however, they were taking 
more interest in the situation, and were 
looking around to secure further sup- 
plies before they were all picked up 
by Eastern and Southern refiners. The 
receipts at this port continue light and 
find ready sale at 18%@19c., according 
to quality. It is rather early for off 
quality to make its appearance, as the 
quality of seed which the mills are re- 
ceiving is of a fine quality and will 
probably continue so for the present. 
Receipts of seed at the Atlantic mills 
since the reduction in price have large- 
ly fallen off, and considerable quantity 
no doubt will be used by the planters 
for fertilizing. The market 
steady at 184%@19c. for spot in barrels 
and 16@16\4c. loose at Atlantic; 15%@ 
l6c. for Valley and l5c. for Texas crude.

Annual Meeting of Parke, Davis & 


Co. 


The annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of Parke, Davis & Co. was 
held at the company’s office in Detroit 
on Tuesday last, 47,200 out of 48,000 
shares of stock being represented. This 
meeting marked the thirtieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the business, 
and in commemoration of the occasion 
President Hervey C. Parke read por- 
tions from the books of thirty years 
ago and then said something of the 
firm’s business at the present time. The 
result showed that the increase was 
many hundredfold, and that, whereas 
the former sales amounted to several 
hundreds of dollars a month, they 
now amount to many thousands each 
day. The past year was reported to 
be the banner year of the concern. The 
election of directors resulted in the 
choosing of the following: Hervey C. 
Parke, Theodore D. Buhl, D. C. Whit- 
ney, H. A. Wetzel, William M. Warren, 
John H. Smedley and Fremont Wood- 
ruff. Mr. Woodruff takes the place on 
the board heretofore held by Henry L. 
Stephens, and represents the holding 
of his father-in-law, Capt. William H. 
Stevens. The officers elected were: 
President, Hervey C. Parke; vice-presi- 
dent, D. C. Whitney; secretary, H. A. 
Wetzel; treasurer, John H. Smedley; 
general manager, William M. Warren. 
These are the same as heretofore, ex- 
cept that Mr. Whitney takes the place 
of Mr. Stephens as vice-president.

Testing the Right to Control Prices. 


A legal test is being made by the 
Phenyo-Caffein Company of Worcester, 
Mass., of the right of a proprietor to 
control the retail price of his goods, 
and the results promise to be of great 
importance to proprietary interests in 
all branches of trade. The company re- 
fuses to sell to cutters, and requires a 
contract from every purchaser of its 
preparations. 

Last Fall one of its travelers unwit- 
tingly sold some Phenyo-caffein*to M. 
Barkman of Binghamton, N. Y. Mr. 
Barkman is the cutter of that place, 
and his name was on the list of recog- 
nized cutters, to whom all jobbers were 
under contract not to supply phenyo- 
caffein until such cutters signed a cer- 
tain contract. 

It appears that Mr. Barkman signed 
a contract at the time of making the 
purchase, but the company still regard- 
ed itself as having been placed in a bad 
light by the sale which its traveler had 
made, and tried to induce Mr. Barkman 
to return the goods. Failing in this, 
and as he had begun cutting the price, 
the company applied for an injunction 
restraining him from further violating 
the contract which he had signed. A 
temporary injunction was granted on 
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Jan. 8, and the case will be argued 
later on. The company has served due 
notice on the defendant that no jobber 
is at liberty to sell to him until he signs 
a certain contract. This precludes his 
buying the goods as an innocent pur- 
chaser. The company ‘takes the ground 
that when one buys with notice of 'the 
restrictions he is ‘bound by them, and 
that he is not absolved by buying sur- 
reptitiously or by the ‘breach of a con- 
tract on the part of a wholesale dis- 
tributor. As it is uncertain whether 
these points will be passed upon by ‘the 
judge in the suit against Barkman, the 
company is collecting evidence for the 
purpose of making a test case in a New 
England city, and already has institut- 
ed a suit at Fall River. The contention 
of the company, as set forth in a circu- 
lar addressed to the retail drug trade, is 
that, ‘““‘when Congress approved ‘an act 
to authorize the registration of trade 
marks and protect the same,’ it dele- 
gated full control to tthe owners of 
trade marks. This, we understand, 
means a right to sell with restrictions. 
Courts of equity will be asked to re- 
strain persons that violate price re- 
strictions.”

_Assemblyman Finn introduced a bill 
at Albany last Friday which provides 
that no person shall manufacture or 
sell, on penalty of $100, wheat flour 
mixed with corn flour, barley flour, corn 
starch, or any foreign substance what- 
ever; bread, pies, cakes, pastry, or con- 
fee tionery made from such mixed flour; 
candy, licorice, or confectionery con- 
taining glucose or grape sugar; cane 
molasses, cane syrup, maple syrup, or 
maple molasses containing glucose or 
grape sugar syrup; preserves, jellies or 
other articles of food containing glucose 
or glucose syrup, unless the product be 
marked “adulterated.” It provides fur- 
ther that glucose shall not be used in 
the manufacture of beer or ale, except 
as the same is formed by the action of 
the diastase in the malt upon the 
starch in the grain, and that no refuse 
from glucose factories shall be exposed 
for sale on penalty of $100, 
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Saturday Noon, Jan. 22, 1898. 


There has been little news of special 
interest from the older producing fields, 
but it appears that there is considera- 
bie new work in progress, and the re- 
sult of present drilling operations may 
develop features which will prove in- 
teresting in the way of establishing im- 
portant extensions to territory which 
had heretofore been regarded as de- 
fined. There does not appear ‘to be any 
disposition to further curtail develop- 
ment operations in the Pennsylvania 
fields, where the results of recent oper- 
ations have apparently been satisfac- 
tory, notwithstanding the claims made 
that at 65c. the business of producing 
oil is unprofitable. In the fields pro- 
ducing the cheaper grades of oil, how- 
ever, there is less new work in progress, 
and it is only occasionally, when a well 
of considerably more than average pro- 
duction is brought in, that operators 
are stimulated to activity. The more 
remote fields, and especially in Texas, 
appear to attract considerable atten- 
tion as visions of wealth loom up as a 
prospective result of “striking oil.’ 
The runs have averaged somewhat 
smaller this month, but so also have 
the deliveries, and present indications 
do not point to an important change in 
the statistical situation as likely to re- 


sult from the present month’s opera- 
tions. 





Refined and Products. 


The demand for refined in barrels 
for export has been very light; in fact, 
no engagements are reported and only 
an occasional inquiry is heard. There 
has, however, been a larger proportion 
of the tank fleet on this side, and their 
requirements have brought the week’s 
engagements up to about 250,000 bbls. 
The price for barreled oil has been 
steady at 5.40c. for New York loading 
and 6.35c. for Philadelphia loading. 
Bulk is nominal at 2.90c. here and 2.85c. 
in Philadelphia. The principal foreign 
markets are steady. Quotations to- 
day by cable were: Antwerp, 1414f.; 
Bremen, 5m.; London, 414d.; Liverpool, 
454@4%d. Freight rates are easier at 
ls. 94.@38s. 3d. to continental ports, as 
to port and vessel. Home trade lots 
have been in good request and are easy 
on the basis of 6c. for 150-deg. water 
white from tanks and 9c. for barrels. 

Cases for export have been in active 
request, and sales of about 650,000 are 
reported. The price of plain tops has 
been steady at 5.95c. Freight rates are 
firm.

Meeting of Society of Chemical 
Industry. 


One of the most interesting meetings 
of any scientific society was held last 
night at the College of Pharmacy, when 
Dr. Jokechi Takamine, the well-known 
Japanese chemist and discoverer, ad- 
dressed the New York section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry. A very 
large audience was present, among 
whom there were many ladies, memberg¢ 
of the post graduate course of the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy. 

The meeting was opened by the chair- 
man, Dr. Chandler, and after the read- 
ing of the minutes Dr. Chandler intro- 
duced Dr. Takamine. In the course of 
his two hours’ lecture Dr. Takamine de- 
scribed the Japanese method of making 
alcoholic beverages by using a mould, 
grinding on rice as diastase for the con- 
version of starch into sugar. All inves- 
tigators had found that this Japanese 
diastase had only one-third of the 
power of malt diastase used in Europe 
and the United States for the manufac- 
ture of alcoholic beverages. Takamine 
conceived the idea of raising this mould 
in a more scientific way and found that 
if the mould is propagated on wheat 
bran, employing artificial fertilizers 
such as phosphoric acid and potash salt 
a product—the Taka-Kozi—is obtained 
which has three times as great a dias- 


tatic power as malt diastase. An infu- 
sion of this Taka-Kozi furnishes a 
watery solution, from which  al-

cohol precipitates the Taka-dias- 
tase. The latter is now largely em- 
ployed in medicine as a remedy 
against starchy indigestion. It is man- 
ufactured and brought into the mar- 


ket by Parke, Davis & Co. By the in- 
troduction of the Takarkozi and Taka- 
diastase an entirely new field for tech- 
nical and scientific research is opened, 
and Takamine invited his hearers to co- 
operate with him in the development of 
this new diatasic Klondike. 

A very lively discussion followed this 
address. Although a lot of information 
had been given, the audience was not 
yet satisfied. Takamine was closely 
questioned as to many points by Drs. 
Chandler, Woodcock, Ullman, Ender- 
mann, Schweitzer, Laasback and Tel- 
lew. 

Mr. Glenn’s paper on the sampling of 
a cargo of ore was read by the secre- 
tary. 

The informal dinner preceding the 
meeting was largely attended, and, as 
usual, very much enjoyed. As dessert 
a recently issued United States patent 
was passed around, the subject matter 
of which was of the highest interest, es- 
pecially to the older members of the 
society.

44N alcoholic potash 
for an hour under a reflux condenser. 
Titrated with 44N H,SO,, after cooling 
and adding 100 c.c. of aleohol, Ester 
number: By subtraction. 

Storax.—Acid number: 1 grm. dis- 
solved in 200 c.¢. of alcohol and titrated 
with 144N alcoholic potash. Saponifica- 
tion value: Same method as for R. 
pini. Ester number: By _ subtrac- 
tion. Loss at 100° C.: 1 grm. dried at 
100° C. till constant. Alcoholic portion: 
10 grms. dissolved by warming in 100 
c.c. of 90 per cent. alcohol, filtered, and 
washed with 50 c.c. of hot alcohol, the 
filtrate being evaporated and the resi- 
due dried at 100° C. Creeping over is 
prevented by floating the evaporating 
dish in a basin of hot water on the 
water or steam-bath. The content of 
dirt and woody fragments is deter- 
mined by weighing the dried beaker 
and filter. 

Terebinthina Communis et Veneta.— 
Acid number, ester number, and 
saponification value: Same methods 
as for R. pini; no water should be 
added in the last-named determination.

The industrial centers re- 
port the outlook and present conditions 
as satisfactory, and the metal trades 
continue active, but in textiles the situ- 
ation is less satisfactory, the labor 
troubles in the cotton cloth mills prov- 
ing serious, nearly all the mills having 
been compelled to close, while many of 
the operatives have sought other em- 
ployment. The labor situation, aside 
from the strike at the cotton mills, has 
presented no new features of interest, 
and the only new strike of consequence 
is by the miners in Colorado. In this 
city very little trouble is experienced 
and the troubles heretofore reported are 
in a fair way to adjustment. The prin- 
cipal agricultural staples, with the ex- 
ception of wheat, have ruled remark- 
ably steady, while wheat has scored a 
substantial advance. Wheat opened on 
Monday at $1 and advanced gradually 
until Thursday, when it sold above 
$1.03, and on Friday there followed a 
further advance ‘to $1.05%, though the 
close was weak at $1.04%. Corn has 
scarcely varied from 55%c., and that 
was the closing figure on Friday. Oats 
have also been remarkably steady, the 
range having been 28%,@28\c., with the 
close at 28%c. Cotton has varied 
from 5.6lc. to 5.76c., with the close at 
5.66c. The price of lard continued firm 
during the greater part of the week, 
but showed little change until Thurs- 
day, when there was a decided ad- 
vance, January delivery seHing at 
Chicago at 4.72%c., and on Friday May 
delivery advanced to 4.80c. The mar- 
ket for time money has developed no 
new features of especial interest, al- 
though the offerings have been freer, 
while the demand eased off during 
the past few days, with the result of 
causing a slight weakening of rates. 
Rates at the close were 2% per cent. 
for sixty days, 3 per cent. for ninety 
days to six months and 3% per cent.

The Oil Cake Drawback Case. 


Washington, Jan. 18, 1898. 

The briefs for the government and 
for the claimant in the case of the 
Dean Linseed Oil Co. against the Unit- 
ed States, which has been appealed to 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals after a decision in the United 
States Circuit Court in favor of the 
claimant, have been filed by special 
counsel designated by the Attorney- 
General. The question at issue is 
whether oil cake made from imported 
linseed is entitled upon exportation to a 
drawback based upon its relative 
weight or its relative value as com- 
pared with the weight and value of the 
imported linseed, and the case on ap- 


peal possesses special importance by 
reason of the fact that the issues in- 


volved not only cover a large number 
of similar claims of which this is a 
test but relates closely to the 
principles underlying the free alcohol 
claims and other pending litigation for 
refunds. 

The government's appeal is based up- 
on four points, (1) that the uniform 
practice of the Department of the 
Treasury, the unvarying contempora- 
neous construction by those officers of 
the government intrusted with the ex- 
ecution of the law should be deemed 
conclusive as to the meaning of the 
law; (2) the division of the drawback 
between two products of one imported 
substance should ‘be determined under 
“such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall prescribe,’’ and he 
has prescribed that the division shall 
be as the values, and not as the weights 
of products; (3) the practice of the gov- 
ernment is consistent, and the claim 
of the plaintiff inconsistent with the 
theory on which tariff and drawback 
laws are passed; (4) oil cake being a

In support of the first 
counsel for the government cite a long 
list of authorities to show that the un- 
varying practice of executive officers 
in the administration of a law has 
been taken to express the meaning of 
the law.

| ment of what amount is “equal to the 


duties paid on the materials used, less 
one per cent.” Any regulation which 
when applied to the ascertained facts 
produces a different result from that 
stated in the statute, it is held, must 
be unauthorized or unlegal, for to say 
otherwise would be to say that the 
Secretary has power ‘to nullify or 
change the law. In this connection the 
famous Campbell case is cited, in which 
the Supreme Court declared that it 
would be a curious thing to hold that 
Congress had empowered the Secretary 
by regulations to defeat totally the 
right which Congress had granted. As 
a third point it is insisted that it is of 
no consequence that the ad valorem 
method has heretofore been employed 
in the division of drawbacks, for the 
claimant’s right cannot be denied by 
showing that the government has here- 
tefore followed an erroneous practice. 
As a fourth point it is contended that 
it is a fallacy to maintain that there 
must be a division of the drawback in 
some way. This, it is held, is an as- 
sumption that is without any founda- 
tion in the statute. The drawback is 
never divided. In the contemplation of 
the statute it is merely ascertained, and 
it is always ascertained in the same 
way, by determining what duty was 
paid on the quantity of imported ma- 
terial which enters into the exported 
article. As to the government’s con- 
tention that oil cake is not a manu- 
factured article, and hence not enti- 
tled to drawback, the claimants declare 
that a short answer to this proposition 
is that ever since 1861 the statutes, the 
Treasury regulations, and the judicial 
decisions have treated oil cake as a 
manufactured article the subject of 
duty on importation and the subject of 
drawback on exportation. 

As it is probable that a decision will 
be rendered by the Appellate Court on 
this case in advance of the Supreme 
Court's decision of the Dunlap case, it 
will be awaited with much interest in 
view of the similarity of the issues in- 
volved.

More About Cloves, 


The Zanzibar quotation for cloves has | 


been advanced to 34d., c. i. f,. with ap- 


parently no “offers,” a fact which no 
doubt has caused some surprise to 
those operators who have not closely 


followed the position of the article, but 


those of our readers will have antici- 
pated such an advance who have care- 
| fully read the various reports issued 
by us from time to time regarding the 
crop and movement of this spice. Only 
last week we took occasion to print 
some information respecting the crop 


prospects and probable future of cloves, 


which should prove of the greatest im- 
portance all those dealing in this | 
article. It appears that according to 
|} advices received from the Shambas 


there can no longer be any doubt about 
the shortage of this season’s crop; 
reports agree that it has been a very 
poor one, and, what is even of greater 
importance, Pemba, the principal clove 
growing island, will, in the opinion of 
our informants, probably never be able 
to produce such vast crops again as 
have been gathered there during recent 
years.

The progress of the industry has not 
been one of unbroken prosperity, sev- 
eral crises having had to be faced, espe- 
cially that occasioned by the reduction 
of prices in 1893-94, consequent on 
American competition, but the _ in- 
creased inquiry after petroleum prod- 
ucts since 1895 has enabled the syndi- 
cated export houses in Baku to hold 
their own. 

Referring to the dimensions of the 
stills, these latter are now mostly made 
to contain 1,000 poods of crude oil; 
some, however, are larger, and one in 
particular was constructed some time 
ago for distilling 15,000 poods of oil. 
This still was heated by six furnaces, 
but was found to be inconvenient to 
work in practice, and no others of this 
size have been since built. 


One great stride in the Baku oil in- 

dustry was the application of super- 
heated steam in the distillation of 
crude oil, this method of facilitating the 
operation causing the more complete 
removal of volatile fractions and pre- 
venting the decomposition of the distil- 
late, the latter being also cleaner and 

being more easily refined. The advan- 
tage in this respect may be estimated 
from the fact that in place of the 1-5 to 
2 per cent. of sulphuric acid and 2 per 
cent. of caustic soda formerly neces- 
sary, these quantities are now reduced 
to 0.7 and 0.3 per cent. respectively, the 
resulting oil being at the same time of 
better quality than before. The system 
is not, however, without some defects. 
For example, the Americans distill their 
crude oil without steam and frequently 
resort to cracking, so that a yield of as 
much as 70 per cent. of burning oil is 
obtained, whereas in Baku, where the 
decomposition of the crude oil is careful- 
ly avoided, the yield of burning oil only 
amounts to about 36% per cent., the 
balance being left in the residuum or 
in the form of products, which, apart 
from lubricating oli, have but little 
value or employment. 

The large increase in the volume of 
the export trade has drawn attention 
to this defect, which there are two 
ways of obviating—one by the intro- 
duction and general employment of 
suitable burners for consuming the 
middle fractions (solar oil) between the 
ordinary burning oil and the heavy lu- 
brieating oils; the other and more eas- 
ily attainable plan being to modify the 
system of distilling on American lines. 

Another considerable advance in 
methods was marked by the introduc- 
tion of the continuous system of dis- 
tillation, wherein the crude oil passes 
successively through a series of stills, | 
parting with a certain portion of its | 
volatile constituents in each, and final- 
ly leaving the end still as residuum, 
This method obviates the necessity for 
cooling down the residue after each dis- 
tillation or the alternative risk of its 
taking fire spontaneously on exposure 
to air during the transfer from one still 
to another. The Nobel stills are, how- 
ever, very expensive on account of their 
size (95,000 cubic feet capacity), and are 
therefore not adopted by the smaller 
refiners, although the patent right has 
lapsed. The fifteen largest firms, who 
together produce 75 per cent. of the to- 
tal yearly output of oil in Baku, work 
with continuous apparatus, while the 
other 120 makers still use the older 
form. 

Great progress has also been made in 
the quality of the oil, which is now in 
a condition to compete with American 
oil, and is in some respects superior to 
the latter. The main difference be- 
tween them is that of density, but the 
Baku technicists have ascertained that 
an oil with a density not exceeding 0.830 
will burn as satisfactorily as American 
petroleum in lamps, and have succeed- 
ed in producing such an oil by blend- 
ing the distillates of a specific gravity 
of 0.790 and 0.860 respectively. Another 
special characteristic of Baku oil is its 
flashing point—28 deg. C. (82% deg. F.) 
—which is tested by the excise authori- 
ties, who are empowered to prohibit 
the delivery from the refinery of any oil 
failing to pass the test. The same au- 
thorities also test the oil for color and 
degree of refining, this having become 
necessary by the practice adopted 
among the small refiners of insufficient- 
ly refining their oil when prices were 
low (the cost of chemicals sometimes 
being equal to one-quarter the value of 
the oil), which oil was mixed with bet- 
ter oil and put upon the market. 

“Masut,” or residuum, is a constant 
attendant on the refining of petroleum 
and, since the use of crude oil for fuel 
has declined, is now a marketable com- 
modity. It contains several valuable

Nobels employs a Laval 
columnar apparatus, 19 feet high, capa- 
ble of producing 100,000 poods of ben- 
zine per annum, but other makers pre- 
pare it by repeated distillation and 
careful separation of the lightest frac- 
tions of distillate. The residue is re- 
distilled, and yields products the heav- 
iest (over 0.790 sp. gr.) of which are 
blended with the burning oil; there is, 
unfortunately, no use at present for the 
lighter distillate, which exceeds the 
benzine in quantity. 

The export demand for benzine has 
rapidly risen of late years—from 7,000 
poods in 1882 to 300,599 poods in 1895, 
the whole of which is shipped in bar- 
rels, 

In distilling the “masut” for lubri- 
cating oil a series of fractions ranging 
in density from 0.860 to 0.890 is ob- 
tained. The lightest of these ‘Solar’ 
oils is suitable for burning, and forms 
a safer illuminant than ordinary pe- 
troleum, its igniting point being about 
100 deg. C., but its general adoption is 
retarded on account of its necessitating 
the use of a special burner. These oils 
are refined in the same manner as the 
ordinary burning oil, but require a 
larger proportion 


to the latter. Some 1,145,000 poods were 
exported in the refined state, and a 
further 1,287,300 poods in a crude con- 
dition in 1895, the latter quality being 
used for the manufacture of gas. 

The lubricating oils are of three 
classes: (1) Spindle oil, density 0.890 to 
0.900; burning point not below 150 deg.; 
setting point below 15 deg. C. (2) Ma- 
chine oil, density 0.905 to 0.910; burn- 
ing point above 180 deg. C. (Brenken); 

C. (3) Cyl- 
inder oil, density, 0.911 to 0.917; burning 
point, above 210 deg. C.; setting point, 
below 1 deg.

A thick, dark, tarry residue, locally 
known as “goudron,” is left from the 
distillation of lubricating oil, and is not 
utilized at present, though seemingly 
suitable for various purposes, such as 
mixing with hard coal for gasmaking. 
Over 700,000 poods of this residue were 
sent out of Baku in 1895. 

In addition to refined oils and resi- 
dues an enormous quantity of crude pe- 
troleum is shipped every year from the 
Apsecheron peninsula, 15,131,325 poods 
having been exported in 1895. Of this 
quantity, the largest portion—11,200,000 
poods—went to the thirty-four petro- 
leum refineries in various parts of Rus- 
sia, whilst 2,278,523 poods were dis- 
patched to various towns in Caucasia, 
1,059,970 poods to Persia, and 151,532 
poods to Batoum. The total output of 
the inland refineries cannot, therefore, 
amount to more than 9,000,000 poods of 
refined oil per annum, including 2,000,- 
000 poods of lubricating oil distillate ob- 
tained from Baku. 

A number of subsidiary industries 
have sprung up in Baku for supplying 
materials used in the refining of petro- 
leum. Sulphuric acid works were be- 
gun in the “eighties,” the sulphur be- 
ing obtained from Sicily (via Batoum), 
Daghestan and Persia. Of late Nobels 
have replaced sulphur by pyrites, from

Another process for recovering the 
sulphuric acid is based on the displace- 
ment of the organic materials from 
their combination with the acid when 
mixed with metals or their oxides. In 
this manner, by treating the liquor 
with oxides of iron, a solution of green 
vitriol is obtained. 

The sludge from the alkali treatment 
in refining is also treated for the re- 
covery of the free and combined soda it 
contains, and which it yields up again 
on concentration and calcination, the 
carbonate being finally causticized by 
means of quicklime. 

The prospects of a large soda indus- 
try in the Baku district are hopeful, 
there being extensive deposits of nat- 
ural sulphate of soda near Tiflis and 
Mavasi, as well as a number of salt 
lakes in the vicinity of the town. At 
present a commencement has _ been 
made to work up the black acid into 
saltcake, but the hydrochloric acid 
produced is not utilized beyond the 
amount consumed by the Transcaspian 
Railway for conversion into the zinc 
chloride for impregnating railway 
sleepers. However, there is abundance 
of manganese peroxide in the Kutais 
district, and the manufacture of bleach 
will follow before long. 

The saltcake is made into soda by the 
Leblane process, with local lime and 
Tkwibuli hard coal, about 120,000 poods, 
out of the 400,000 poods consumed by 
the petroleum refiners, being made in

In fact, the de- 
velopment of Poti harbor is necessary 
for the expansion of the export trade, 
the erection of depots at Batoum being 
hindered by ‘the fact of its being a 
naval station. 


The development in the methods of 
transport has progressed concurrently 
with the growth of the oil industry, 
there being now 92 Russian tank steam- 
ers on the Caspian, 1 on the Baltic and 
3 (capable of carrying 100,000 poods of 
oil apiece) on the Black Sea, Alto- 
gether—in 1894—936 steamers and 246 
sailing vessels left the port of Batoum 
freighted with oil. 

An important influence has also been 
exerted by the petroleum _indus- 
tries of Russia. For example, the Sie- 
mens copper works in Elizabethopdl, 
with an output of 100,000 poods of cop- 
per per annum, was beginning to be 
seriously crippled by the scarcity of 
wood for fuel; but is now—thanks to 
the application of petroleum residuum 
for this purpose—in normal working 
order, The production of the materials 
for the construction of the numerous 
tank-steamers, cars, &c., for the trans- 
port of the oil has also given an im- 
petus to various home industries. 


Finally, an enormous benefit, abso- 
lutely incapable of expression in fig- 
ures, has resulted to the domestic econ- 
omy of the Russian people from the 
cheapening of this source of light and

Production of quicksilver in 1897, 

The production of quicksilver in the 
United States—wholly from Califor- 
nia—in 1897 was 26,079 flasks, against 
29,863 flasks in 1896, the decrease being 
equivalent in value to $144,000. It was 
due chiefly to the permanent closing of 
the Sulphur Bank mine, the temporary 
suspension of operations in the Mira- 
bel, or Standard mine, and the Altoo- 
na, and the diminished production of 
the Great Western and Abbott. On the 
other hand the New Idria shows a note- 
worthy increase since it changed hands 
and a new furnace was erected. No 
new mines were opened during the 
year, the continued low prices offering 
no inducements to prospectors to look 
for cinnabar.

There have been various reports of 
new quicksilver discovered in the 
United States in 1897, but none of these 
have amounted to anything; at least 
none have become productive. In Mex- 
ico, however, some important new 
mines have been developed in the State 
of Luis Potosi, and as a consequence 
thereof the production of quicksilver in 
Mexico has been increasing. The new 
mines are situated in the Moctezuma 


110 | district, about seven mile northwest of 


the city of San Luis Potesi. The most 
important of them is being operated by 
the Guadaleazar Quicksilver Mines, 
Limited, which is also operating its old 
mines at Guadaleazar. The other im- 
portant producers in Mexico are the 
Nuevo Potosi and Huitzuco companies, 
the former exploiting mines at Guadal- 
cazar and the latter at Huitzuco, in the 
State of Guerrero. A new company 
was organized to open mines in the 
State of Durango, not far from the city 
of that name, but it has not yet become 
productive. Besides these, a good deal 
of quicksilver is produced in Mexico in 
small furnaces by the natives. The 
production of the latter increased a 
good deal in 1897 owing to the fall in 
the value of silver and the consequent 
rise in the value of quicksilver in Mex- 
ico, which led to the reopening of many 
small mines which had previously been 
abandoned. 

The production of quicksilver in Rus- 
sia increased in 1897, the output during 
| the first nine months having been 406,- 
224 kilograms, against 491,456 kilograms 
in the twelve months of 1896. The in- 
crease was due partly to an improve- 
ment in the grade of the ore, which in 
1897 yielded an average of 0.79 per cent., 
against 0.71 per cent. in 1896. The 
entire production of quicksilver in Rus- 
| Sia comes from the mines of A. Auer- 
bach & Company, near the Nikitowka 
station on the Kursk-Kharkov Railway 
in the Bachmut district of the govern- 
ment of Ekaterinoslav. The metal- 
lurgical practice at these works, which 
employ the Auerbach improved Scher- 
nia furnace, is very good, and ore yield-

A small amount of quicksilver was 
produced in 1897 in British Columbia, a 
co-ton furnace at the mine at Lake 
Kamloops having been put in operation 
on April 1. A discovery of quicksilver 
was made at Tristyn, in Croatia and an 
English company was organized to ex- 
ploit the deposit. An Italian company 
was formed te develope the quicksil- 
ver mines at Abbadia, San Salvatore, 
Tuscany. Promising deposits of mer- 
cury were discovered on Noggriga 
Creek, New South Wales, and their 
exploration was undertaken. 


The imports of Spaaish quicksilver at 
London up to Oct. 31 amounted to 46,- 
577 flasks, against 40,999 flasks in the 
corresponding period of 1896. The im- 
ports of Italian quicksilver were 4,350 
flasks, against 3,700 flasks in 1896. In 
all probability the year will show, 
therefore, a large increase in the pro- 
duction of Spain, while that of Italy 
has increased slightly. 

The production of quicksilver in Aus- 
tria was 550 metric tons in 1897 against 
558 in 1896, of which 540 and 542 tons 
respectively came from the Idria mines 
and the remainder from Neumarket. 
The Italian production in 1897 was 200 
metric tons, against 188 tons in 1896, the 
Siele mines producing 150 tons in 1897 
and 149 in 1896, while the rest was 
turned out by the Cornacchin mines.— 
Engineering and Mineral Journal.

LINSEED OIL.—The situation shows 
no noteworthy change as_ regards 
either prices or the volume of trade. 
The latter is only moderate, yet may 
be called about normal for the season. 
The tone continues firm. Crushers 
quote 39@40c., according to brand and 
quantity, but there are still offerings, 
in a jobbing sort of way, at 38c., al- 
though these are, for the greater part, 
of particular makes. Stocks have 
slightly increased during the past fort- 
night, although still considerably less 
than the quantity in sight a year ago. 
The general sentiment among pro- 
ducers is that current quotations are 
altogether too low, dll things consid- 
ered, yet the old-time competitive jeal- 
ousy still militates against any con- 
certed advance. 


FLAXSEED.—As shown by the daily 
postings of the secretary of the Board 
of Trade, the total movement of seed 
at this point for the past six days has 
been considerably less active than .dur- 
ing the week preceding. Receipts are 
reported as being 10,100 bushels less, 
while shipments have fallen off 16,061 
bushels—or nearly 50 per cent. Com- 
pared with each other, receipts have 
exceeded shipments by 24,057 bushels. 
During the corresponding week of last 
year receipts were 33,645 bushels more 
and shipments a little over 11,000 
bushels greater. Authentic advices 
from the Northwest do not point to- 
ward any large increase in receipts in 
the immediate future. The table given 
below summarizes the _ secretary’s 
daily statements of receipts and ship- 
ments for the past week, as compared 
with the preceding six days and corre- 
sponding period in 1897.

OIL CAKE.—The week has been ex- 
ceedingly dull.

Quinine. 


Unquestionably the sensation of the 
week in the drug market was the de- 
cline in the price of P. & W.’s, which 
was announced on Friday. The market 
has been quiet for some time, the de- 
mand having been confined within the 
limits of the wants of consumers, which 
have been light. It was thought that 
there would be an improvement after 
the Amsterdam bark sale on Thursday, 
at which the price was expected to ad- 
vance, by reason of the decreased of- 
fering and the attitude of the holders 
of bark in placing a limit of 7 Dutch 
cents on their offers. The eables re- 
porting the particulars of the sale va- 
ried slightly. In substance, 55 per cent 
was sold at about 6.90 Dutch cents, 
which is a decline of 1-10c. from the 
previous sale, and 45 per cent. was 
withdrawn. Then followed the an- 
nouncement of a 2c. decline by P. & 
W. As yet there has been no change 
on the part of the other brands, ex- 
cept R. & S., but an early drop of 2c. is 
considered highly probable. Among 
the reasons given for the decline is a 
rumor that some of the makers have 
been shading prices of late, and an- 
other is that a léttle sensitiveness was 
felt over the previous reduction by the 
foreign makers; hence a desire to re- 
taliate at the first opportunity, which 
came this week. Generally speaking 
there was considerable surprise at the 
change. Dealers have reduced their 
asking price to 24@24'%c., the latter for 
a heavy article. Makers’ price is 26c. 

At the Amsterdam auction on Thurs- 
day 5,454 bales and 203 cases Java cin- 
chona, weighing in the aggregate 512,- 
221 kilos, were offered for sale. Of this 
quantity 244 bales and 57 cases (30,772 
kilos) were from the Government 
plantation, and the remainder 5,210 
bales and 46 cases (481,449 kilos) of pri- 
vate culture. The Ceylon shipments of 
bark to the United Kingdom from Jan. 
1 to Dec. 14, 1897, amount to 344,289 Ibs., 
against 1,014,786 lbs. for the correspond- 
ing period of 1896. The shipments of 
bark from Java for December have

movement during the past few weeks, 
resulting in an advance of 5c. for 
coarse and 3c. for cultivated berries. 
The statistics of the article seem very 
favorable. The stock in London has 
fallen to 389 bales at the end of Decem- 
ber. In Amsterdam it is only 1,190 
bales, against 2,029 bales at the end of 
1896, but in addition to this from 1,200 
to 1,500 bales are supposed to be held 
by second-hand holders. The imports 
into Amsterdam in 1897 were only 549 
bales, against 1,587 bales in 1896, the 
deliveries 1,388 bales against 155. Part 
of the deliveries was to speculators, but 
the bulk was for consumption. The 
only fear is that the shipments from 
Java may continue to be very heavy. 
For the four months ending Oct. 31, for 
instance, they were 2,465 bales. Their 
correspondent adds to this that the 
bulk of these shipments has gone to 
Singapore and the United States. A

Note on the Assay of Opium 
BY B. S. PROCTOR 

At the time of the first appearance of 
“Testing” I was not prepared to sug- 
gest any modification of the B. P. 
process, but since then I have’ seen 
reason to seek escape from one or two 
points which appear to be clumsy. It 
is an undesirable operation to have to 
decant ether from the surface of water, 
and it is undesirable to have to use a 
flask in which to throw down a precipi- 
tate, especially such a precipitate as 
morphia, prone to adhere to the sides 
of the vessel; we may reasonably de- 
sire to avoid the precipitation of the 
morphia in the presence of the two 
fluids, if this can be done without in- 
troducing other difficulties or disad- 
vantages. Pharmaceutical experience 
might suggest the imperfect extraction 
of the marc in the time allowed, but I 
have found no reason to dispute its 
sufficiency. The quantity of filtrate re- 
quired to represent 100 gr. of opium, 
there having been 140 gr. taken and 
1,400 gr. of water added, is open to 
question, and no doubt liable to a small 
variation, But the error can only be 
small, and the ratio may readily be ac- 
cepted as an official standard. Pre- 


_ suming that all the soluble matters of 


rn 







the opium have gone into solution, the 
total fluid will be water plus the solu- 
ble portion of the opium, a quantity not 
quite constant, but approximately 70 
gr., but the density of this extractive 
being greater than that of water, the 
bulk of the solution will not be the 
same as an equal weight of water. 

The volume of 1,400 gr. of watér plus 
70 gr. of extract is estimated to be 
1,456 gr. measures, and as this liquo! 
contains the soluble matter of 140 gr. 
of opium, 1,040 measures will contain 
the morphia, etc., of 100 gr. of opium. 

The accuracy of this mode of assay 
depends upon the total morphia being 
brought into solution, none remaining 
undissolved in the mare; and upon the 
correctness of the estimate of the 1,400 
measures of water being inreased to 
1,458 measures by the amount of solu- 
ble matter it takes up. 

Following the general lines of the 
B. P., take of dry powdered opium 140 
gr., rub it in a mortar with 60 gr. of 
slaked lime and 400 gr. of water till 
thoroughly divided and a _ smooth, 
pulpy condition obtained, then add 1,000 
gr. of water, rub again occasionally 
during half an hour, and pour it upon 
a paper filter three or four inches in 
diameter, and collect the filtrate till it 
amounts to exactly 1,040 gr. measures;* 
to this add 2 fl. dr. rectified spirit, 40 
gr. ammonium chloride; stir till dis- 
solved, and set aside for twelve hours, 
after which the precipitate (morphia 
and narcotine) may be collected on a 
filter which has been previously dried 
and its weight noted. I prefer to effect 
precipitation in a vessel with a wide top 
and no shoulder, as it is so much easier 
to sweep out the precipitate; this 
should be done by the use of an im- 
perforate india rubber teat on the end 
of a glass rod. The whole of the liquor 
and precipitate, having been trans- 
ferred to the filter, it is to be 
washed with morphiated water (dis- 
tilled water which has been’ shaken 
with more morphia than it can dis- 
solve, and filtered). When 2 or 
3 oz of this has passed through, 
and a drop of the washings evaporated 
on a slip of glass shows a residue not 
appreciably larger than that left by a 
drop of the morphiated water, the filter 
may be filled once with pure distilled 
water drained and dried at 212° F. till 
its weight is constant. This weight, 
minus the weight of the filter, gives the 
weight of the morphia and narcotine. 
It is then to be washed with benzine 
till a drop leaves a negligable residue.? 
This requires 2 or 3 dr. of ben- 
zine used in successive portions of 


*To the pharmacist using ounce and minim 
measures, use for 400 gr. 1 fl. oz., and for 
1,000 gr. use 2 oz. 2 dr. and 22 min., and 
collect filtrate up to 2 oz. 38 dr. These will 
give the official proportions as accurately as 
pharmaceutical measures are capable of, and 
of closer accuracy than is looked for in the 
results.

of a drop with the scale of small fixed residues | 
in volatile liquids described in the preliminary | 
chapter of my manual on ‘'Testing,’’ and am 
satisfied when it appears less than 1-10,000 gr

about 20 drops, allowing it to drain be- 
tween each addition. After a second 
drying the weight is taken as morphia 
and the difference between this and the 
previous weight as narcotine. 

The narcotine thus obtained must 
not be taken as indicating the per- 
centage in the opium not yet in the 
liquor. Narcotine is said to be insolu- 
ble in water, but its solubility is so 
much influenced by the presence of the 
other matters in solution that its pres- 
ence or absence is uncertain unless 
specially provided for. Much may re- 
main in the opium marc, much in the 
lime precipitate, and only a small por- 
tion remains to be thrown down with 
the morphia. 

To apply this assay to tincture of 
opium not less than 1 oz. of the tincture 
should be taken, evaporated to 2 dr. to 
get rid of the spirit, distilled water 
added to make up 1 oz. again, 20 gr. 
of slaked lime added, shaken for half 
an hour, and 5 fi. dr. filtered off. The 
filtrate is to be treated with 1 dr. of 
rectified spirit, 10 or 12 gr. of ammo- 
nium chloride, and the process finished 
as before. The finished precipitate 
gives the yield of morphia from 5 ar. 
of the tincture, 

An aqueous liquor of opium does not 
require the evaporation, and in both 
these cases the point requiring close 
attention is that the filtrate from the 
lime bears a strict ratio to the original 
liquor. If the intended bulk of filtrate 
be not readily obtained, no addition of 
water to the contents of the filter can 
be allowed, though it would be quite 
correct to stop short—say at 4 dr. in- 
stead of 5. 

The quantity of an aqueous solution 
taken for assay should be such as is 
supposed to contain at least 3 or 
4 gr. of morphia. The smaller the 
quantity taken the more the results are 
vitiated by small imperfections in the 
process, The small addition of spirit 
before precipitation is intended to give 
the precipitate a more crystalline con- 
dition, and to diminish the color car- 
ried down.—Chemist and Druggist.

“Trade all around in chemicals is 
brighter this week, and more moving 
than for some time past. Soda ash 
keeps firm, and the range for tierces, as 
to market, may be called as follows:

£5 per ton, net cash. Ammonia ash: 
48 per cent., £4 to £4 5s. per ton; 58 
per cent., £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton, 
net cash; bags, 5s. per ton under price 
for tierces. Soda crystals are moving 
off, and generally at £2 17s. 6d. per ton, 
less 5 per cent., for barrels, or 7s, less 
for bags.

The outside makers are so fully sold 
as to be practically off the market 
for some time to come.

erally are unwilling to shade 55%c. for 
round lots. Domestic still sells at 5@ 
5\4c., as to quantity. Corn is 2.60@3c., 
according to quantity. 

DIVI DIVI.—Some dealers are dis- 
disposed to ask a higher price for small 
lots, but the general situation has not
